“Everyone’s going to want it as a heritage building,” 
he said. 

Berghofer doubts that. And with word that a West

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Another report on prostitution, another waste of paper

f you want to see an exer- 
[== in futility so witless it 

looks like a dog chasing its 
tail — and accomplishing 
nothing in the process but 
getting dizzy and looking 
dumb — pick yourself up a 
copy of the Edmonton Police 
Commission’s Task Force on 
Prostitution Report. Good 
God! We're in the final days of 
the 20th century and our 
police commission is still try- 
ing to figure out prostitution. 

Now, this isn’t meant to be 
an insult of any kind to the 
people who worked on the 
task force. They’re profes- 
sional, caring people who 
understand the issues sur- 
rounding prostitution. They 
know who’s turning tricks, 
they know who's buying sex, 
they know where it all hap- 
pens, they know who wants 
out and who's getting started. 
They know who’s underage. 
They know the pimps. 

So, they’re all qualified. 
They're just doing their jobs, 


which in this case was to rein- 
vent the wheel because no 
one has ever come up with a 
way to solve prostitution and 
the police commission will 
never admit the best we can 
do is to legalize and regulate 
it. There is no denying this 
report is largely a stamp of 
approval for the status quo. 

Just look at some of the 
task force recommendations: 

eIncreased police presence 
in areas affected by prostitu- 
tion. (This means the cops 
will herd hookers a few 
blocks away from neighbor- 
hoods they're in now.) 

eThat police bring city offi- 
cials and community groups 
together to develop ways of 
making areas affected by 
prostitution safe. (Isn’t that 
what we'd do if we set up a 
red-light district?) 

That the police commis- 
sion approach utility compa- 
nies and ask them to offer 
written instruction on how to 
report prostitution-related 
activities. (Oh yeah, the time- 


tested method of educating 
the masses: via our fuckin’ 
utility bills. This recommen- 
dation assumes that no one in 
Edmonton knows how to call 
the cops.) 

©That police crack down on 
pimps. ( Does this mean 
we've been soft on them? 
Maybe. But it also means 
we're just going to keep doing 
what we're already doing.) 

The task force also recom- 
mended that anyone thinking 
of setting up a red-light dis- 
trict better knock it off right 
now. But y’know, if you drive 
down 118 Avenue between 97 
and 82 Street at 7 a.m., you 
can buy sex. If you park your 
car east of 96 Street just south 
of Jasper Avenue and walk to 
Canada Place, you can get a 
hooker — any time. If, while 
you're in that same neighbor- 
hood, you go to the City 
Market on 97 Street, you can 
buy almost any kind of nar- 
cotic you want. If you and a 
group of buddies huddle in a 
circle and pass a bottle 


around in the shadow of 
police headquarters, so what? 
There are certain neighbor- 
hoods where police turn a 
blind eye to crime. So if any- 
one with pull in this city had 
the political nerve, we’d cre- 
ate a red-light district — hell, 
Mayor Smith wanted a drink- 
ing park for drunks — why 
not a hooking park for hook- 
ers?

It is a way of maintain- 
ing the status quo which, for 
the most part, the task force 
report supports. But a red- 
light district at least makes us 
honest enough to admit to our 
inability to stop prostitution. 
It’s time we stopped chas- 
ing our tail on this. With only 
a couple of exceptions, the 
commission's report has gone 
past dizzy and into nausea.

Singer-songwriter commemorates terminally-ill teen’s short life on new tune 


hen Chantal Kreviazuk sat 
Weows and began to write 

new songs for her sopho- 
more album, Colour Moving and 
Still, she found that what she 
expected to be an instantaneous 
exercise wasn’t. Getting back 
into her own life and watching 
another evolve inspired a song 
that is testament to her ability to 
touch a subject that many might 
find too sensitive to attempt. 

“I made friends with a family 
whose daughter, who was 12- 
years-old, was diagnosed with a 
brain tumor and it was inopera- 
ble. They found out that there 
was absolutely nothing they were 
going to be able to do and she 
had only a couple of months to 
live.” 

Kreviazuk took her experience 
of watching this family deal with 
a depressing and inevitable situa- 
tion and wrote the song M. 

“I got to know her and her fam- 
ily very well and she became a 
big part of my life and changed it 
forever.” 

The song explains how a wish 
to capture a daughter in pho- 
tographs, to have for a lifetime a 
remembrance, presented a prob- 
lem that many could identify 
with. As M wasn’t all that differ- 
ent from others her age, she was 
uncomfortable with having her 
picture taken. The song sensitive- 
ly explains this was something 
that needed to be done. As 
Kreviazuk sings, “I think we’re 
going to have to record her some- 
times against her will/ We’re 
going to keep her alive with black 
and white, colour, moving or still. 

Amazingly Kreviazuk isn’t quite 
sure how her songs accomplish 
their task, acutely capturing a 
meaning, a sentiment. 

“That’s what I find so fascinat- 
ing about my life in music,” she

Not being able to do a lot of the 
things that I was doing, like going 
to school, having a part-time job, 
partying with my friends and all 
that, it left me on my own, by 
myself a lot for around a year.

Universal Music Group (UMG) is 
the first major label to launch its 
own multi-faceted on-line label 
called Jimmy and Doug’s Farm 
Club, named after and headed by 
Interscope/Geffen/A&M co-chair- 
man Jimmy Iovine and UMG chair- 
mar/CEO Doug Morris. 

FarmClub.com will be the 
label’s Net headquarters, where 
musicians can upload their music 
and go for a major record deal, get 
direct feedback from its A&R staff 
and interact with other players 
through chat rooms and bulletin 
boards (which will include areas 
for producers and engineers). It 
also will provide services to musi- 
cians to help them find managers, 
book gigs and purchase or trade 
equipment and instruments.

he last time I saw Chris Smith

Media Club. On stage with 
bassist Thom Golub, eyes closed, 
Smith sang a number recognizable 
from months before called First.

He barely strummed the guitar, 
while Golub placed just the right 
pulse behind each chord.

After years chasing 
the record company rock myth, 
Smith has decided to approach

In this band, the 
unspoken rule is there is no reason 
to do this if we don’t have fun.”

“This is the thing — everyone 
that I have on my album is some- 
one I worked with before I started 
it. They had a respect for what I 
do. It wasn’t like, ‘Okay, he’s pay- 
ing me money to do this.’ It was 
more like, “Hey, yo, this is cool, I 
dig what you're doing and I want 
to be a part of it.”” 


Such a lineup presented big 
challenges, as the first time solo 
artist had to find a way to highlight 
his own talents and those of his 
guests and still keep the record 
varied, and so on. Rahzel feels he 
found the right formula.

Classically trained pianist looks to improvised music 
for personal expression

ew York-based pianist Peggy 
Wil Stern admits she hasn’t been 

incredibly diligent about 
poosting herself on the world jazz 
“scene. 
ah audience is small, but grow- 
ing. | have to tell you the truth, I'm 
not very aggressive about my 
career.” 

This confession speaks volumes 
about the quality of Stern’s craft. 
Despite that lack of aggression, 
she’s found her way on to stages 
with Lee Konitz, Thomas Chapin, 
Diane Schuur and Gerry Mulligan, 
to name a very few, which must 
mean these legendary jazz players 
jike what they hear when Stern 
occupies the piano chair. 

Part of the appeal is that Stern 
doesn’t subscribe to a particular 
style of jazz. Her latest disc on 
Koch, Room Enough, with bassist 
Harvie Schwartz and drummer Jeff 
Williams, is ample evidence of her 
broad palette of musical shadings, 
from obvious touchstones like Bill 
Evans and Keith Jarrett, to bor- 
rowings from Jewish, Latin and 
other world musics, through to 
surprising and inventive free-play- 
ing that brings to mind Paul Bley. 
Mostly, the sound is Peggy Stern’s, 
a vision she’s pursued since dis- 
covering the joy of jazz more than 
20 years ago. 

“I heard Chick Corea playing 
solo one day, somebody brought 
over a record, and I was looking 
for a way out of classical music,” 
Stern said. “I wanted to get more 
personal with it . . . I was looking 
or a way to improvise, and I didn’t 
want to play bebop, I knew that. 
Chick Corea was writing and 
improvising his own music and he 
was playing it like a classical play- 
er would play, and I was very 
intrigued by that. It was like open- 
ing the door into a gigantic room.

Jazz lovers checking her out at 
the Yardbird Suite (10203 - 86 
Ave.) on Friday, Nov. 26 and 
Saturday, Nov. 27 will see Stern in 
the trio setting, the format she 
enjoys most of all. And she’s look- 
ing forward to meeting the local 
rhythm section, about whom she’s 
heard good things. 

“IT just eompleted a tour of 
Europe using local bass players 
and drummers. I really love that 
because it brings me into the com- 
munity, and I love working in a 
trio anyways. It’s my favorite way 
of playing piano. The sextet is 
more about composition and 
showing off the other guys. This is 
more about playing and having a 
great time.” 

So she’s not worried about 
whether the local guys will be able 
to keep up? 

“Just like anyone you meet, it’s 
about finding common ground and 
finding what the bass player really 
can do the best, where the drum- 
mer is most comfortable. It’s really 
interesting, it’s a great way to get 
acquainted, and I’ve heard these 
guys (bassist Rubim de Toledo and 
drummer Lyle Molzan) are great.” 

Stern sounds open to the possi- 
bilities that could arise from her 
interaction with local players, and 
she’s intrigued by their back- 
ground in Latin music. Both drum- 
mer and bass player, in addition to 
being on standby for many a date 
with visiting jazz artists, are alum- 
ni of the late, lamented Latin band 
;Maracujah! Your best bet is to

The rave’ the thin 


Local promoter Pat Cziolek holds forth 
on the pleasures and pitfalls of 
throwing the perfect party

lap some names on a flyer, get 

a couple of turntables and 

charge $25 to get in. From an 
outsider’s view that seems to be 
the way some promoters in town 
seem to run their parties. This 
week, my lovely, lovely REMIX 
readers (in a recent survey, 
REMIX readers were noted to be 
more intelligent and beautiful 
than non-REMIX readers), we’ve 
got an interview with promoter 
Pat Cziolek on promoting and 
parties. 

Cziolek began DJing in E-Town 
in the year 1995 when challenged 
by another DJ. After a year, he 
began playing major parties in 
and out of town. To his credit are 
parties such as_ Frosty, 
PeachyKeen, and Summer Love 
98 and ’99. He will be doing a 
European tour with Philippe Snoy 
in March 2000, including Belgium, 
Amsterdam and Switzerland. In 
town he’s thrown parties includ- 
ing Delphinium, Paradise, Gamma 
and now Madness. 

Madness is coming up on Dec, 
4, with one of hip hop’s founding 
fathers, Grand Master Flash. It 
also features PhillipeSnoy, 
Richard Mears, Graeme and 
Markem. Promoting such a large 
party, however, does have its pit- 
falls, says Cziolek. 

“Be prepared to work for four 
months like any other full time 
job. I wouldn’t suggest throwing a 
party and working another 40 
hour a week job.” Also be “pre- 
pared to deal with a lot of poli- 
tics. That’s the worst thing. A lot 
of people don’t understand how 
much work it is to throw a party, 
and sometimes there are conflicts 
with other promoters about 


opposing venues, DJs and dates.” 

To help prevent such conflict 
remember to talk to other pro- 
moters about when they plan to 
throw a party, Cziolek says, and 
adds with emphasis, “Never ever 
throw your party three weeks 
before or after another major 
party.” This will help prevent 
your event from getting caught in 
a hype backlash or suffering from 
raver fatigue. 

Besides the party itself, part of 
the work is organizing all of the 
warm-up and pre-party as well. 
For Madness, the warm-up party 
is on Nov. 27 at the Rev with Kris 
Needs (Prodigy’s tour DJ). The 
pre-party will be on Dec. 3, at 
Therapy with the Radar Kids, 
Crunchee, Dragon and Inside 9. 

With all the flack and hassle 
you take why would anybody 
want to promote a party? 
Cziolek’s reasons include bring- 
ing out the DJs and acts that he’s 
always wanted to see. Although, 
that isn’t always possible because 
“After getting that initial contact 
or agency number, you have to 
submit an offer and hope they are 
available for that date.” says 
Cziolek. 

According to Cziolek, the best 
part of throwing,a party is “ 
after the party’s over and every- 
thing went great. Knowing that 
you accomplished such a great 
event feels great, as well, you get 
to meet all those big acts. And it 
keeps the scene going.” 

One final tip from Pat Cziolek 
for any up-and-coming promot- 
ers, which any other veteran pro- 
moter would agree on: “You'll be 
constantly learning. Don’t be 
upset if you don’t get it right the 
first time.”

The original story focuses on 
the romantic rivalry between 
Crane and Katrina's other suitor, 
Brom. This version explores the 
psyche of Ichabod Crane and his 
repressed childhood memories. 
He has a series of erotic night- 
mares in which he sees his mother 
(played by Burton’s girlfriend, Lisa 
Marie) calling to him, followed by 
depictions of a torture chamber 
where she was killed by her hus- 
band. The headless horseman 
becomes a stand-in for Crane’s 
murderous father and he must 
keep him away from his mother 
figure, Katrina. 

The strength of this film is the 
way it can capture a mood. It’s a 
Gothic dream. The light is dim and 
oppressive, but the costumes are 
decadent and the colors are satu- 
rated. This is a stunningly beauti- 
ful movie, with some spectacular 
effects. The first time the horse- 
man bursts out of his lair, it'll 
knock you out. Unfortunately, we 
see a bit too much of him, which 
kind of takes the scariness fac- 
tor down. Christopher Walken 
is the horseman himself, but 
he’s actually scarier with 
his head on. It might 
have been more fright- 
ening to have his 
visitations just 
hinted at, since

afraid of a guy who can’t say any- 
thing scary or at least have a men- 
acing facial expression. 

Overall, it’s a pretty good film.
